This system involves a topographical 
survey, 
in Nocember next, the engi­ 
neer in charge of the survey is to de­ 
liver to the cli alnage commission, to 
be flied with the state auditor, a map 
of tho swamp and marshy lands he 
has surveyed, which will show* not 
only the location, length, size and ap­ 
proximate cost of each ditch suggest­ 
ed. but it w ill also show each forty 
acre tract of land to be benefited by 
each drain. 
Any one carefully exam 
ining that man and the reports which 
vail! accompany it, which ere to be 
printed for th*' information of th * ie - 
isleturo and tho people, can distln 
guish not only tho lands owned by the 
state that w ill be benefited, but he 
can tell what lands to he drained are 
owned by private individuals or cor­ 
porations. 
E ve ry essential ‘fact wnh 
regard to each drainage ditch w ill be 
in possession of the legislature, and 
they will be in a position to act intel- 
ligently on any drainage project they 
decide to undertake. 
Thus the legis­ 
lature will bo able to so apnortlon the 
co^t of drainage, that the burden will 
fall on each fortv-acre tract in proper 
tion to tho i eneflts received.
